whether his father-in-law, Alfred 
Wagenkencht, spoke at a 1945 
Communist convention. 
"Violate Principles" 


The defendant, on the witness 


stand in his own defense, said that 
answering the question would be 
a "violation of my conscience and 
my principles." 


When the witness balked, Judge 


Medina ruled that the question 
about the father-in-law was "in 
every way proper, relevant and 
material." 


Winter replied that "I must 


respectfully decline to answer the 
question, on the ground that it 
would be a violation of my rights 
x x x . " 
' 


The judge told Winter he had no 


constitutional right to refuse to 
answer. 


Three others of the 11 de- 


fendants in the trial—now almost 
eight months old—already were 
overnight jail lodgers for the 
duration 'of the trial. They are 


•us Gates, Henry Winston, and 
•ilbter Green. 
Defendant John Gates, editor 


of the Daily Worker, went to jail 
last June 3, and was released 
after serving 30 days for contempt. 
Hall and Winston were jailed for 
their loud protests against Gates' 
sentence.

Give British 
Chance For a 
Trade Buildup 


More Goods to be 
Bought by U. S., 
Less Exports 


By Sam Dawson 


NEW YORK, Sept. 13 —(/P). 


American industrialists, exporters 
and farmers are going to be ask- 
ed to practice a little austerity of 
their own. Uncle Sam is going to 
step aside a little in the world's 
great trading market. He is de- 
liberately making room Eor John 
Bull. 


The British are to have it a 


little easier in selling their goods 
in competition with ours. They 
are going to buy less of ours. And 
we are going to buy more of 
theirs. 


This deliberate step—which will 


probably mean a further cut in 
our declining export total of in- 
dustrial products and of grain and 
oil—is being taken to help the 
British through their current dol- 
lar crisis. It is hoped that these 
concessions will put the British 
on their feet without any direct 
cash handout at this time. They 
will, of course, continue to receive 
Marshall dollar aid and doubtless 
some more loans from the World 
Bank and U. S. Export-Import 
Bank. 
Part In Cold War 
The aim is political as well as 


Philanthropic. 
It is part of the 


cold war. It is also, perhaps, 
good business for us in the long- 
run—certainly a British collapse 
would not be good business for 
the world. 


But here are the things propos- 


ed in the accord at Washington 
which will affect the pocketbooks 
of American businessmen, farm- 
ers, and perhaps the consumer: 


1. Britain can spend more of 


her Marshall 
dollars 
elsewhere 


than here. Perhaps she will spend 
up to $325 million for Canadian 
wheat, for one example. 


2. Britain probably will buy 


less oil from 
American-owned 


companies and sell more of her 
Near Eastern oil output in mar- 
kets once ours. 


3. American 
shipping 
com- 


panies may lose trade. At present 
half of Marshal Plan shipments 
must go in U. S. ships. Washing- 
ton agrees to reconsider this. 


4. Americans may pay more 


for rubber. Our present law re- 
quires that manufacturers use 
200,000 tons a year of synthetic 
rubber, now selling at 18% cents 
a pound. This has forced British 
natural rubber down to 18 cents. 
Now Washington'agrees to lower 
these requirements. Tire makers 
are expected to buy more natural 
rubber from Britain, who is in a 
position to push up the price also, 
we agree to consider buying Brit- 
ish rubber for our strategic stock- 
pile, helping thereby to take sup- 
plies off the market. 


5. Britain is to be allowed to 


discriminate 
against 
American 


goods in the sterling area. Some 
American industrialists may find 
it hard to go on selling their pro- 
ducts there. Britain will go even 
further along her path of buying 
as little from us as she can. 


6. We agree to try to lower our 


tariff walls, Congress willing. If 
.his happens, British goods can 
compete more freely in this coun- 
ty with domestic gods. 


7. We will probably buy Brit- 


ish tin for our strategic stockpile. 
The price of tin at $1.03 a pound 
is regarded by many as artificially 
ligh because production is now a 
little ahead of consumption. Our 
stockpiling will help the British 
seep it high. The American tin 
can industry, helpmeet 
of the 


lousewife, will feel that one. 


8. And finally, our great mar- 


ket in Canada will be affected. 
Canada's finance minister has re- 
newed his warning: "If Canada is 
not able to receive payment for 
ler exports to Britain, she is 
:orced to cut down her purchases 
from the United States." But he 
adds they hope they won't have 
;o tighten their belts any more. 
They already restrict our goods. 
They hope that il Marshall plan 
dollars pay for Canadian wheat 
lor Britain, they'll have enough 
dollars to go on buying from us 
on the same restricted basis.

Advise That 
Currencies 
Be Devalued 


Report is Placed 
Before Board of 
The World Bank

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13—(/P) 
The 
International 
Monetary 


Fund today advised dollar-short 
countries to devalue their cur- 
rencies, if need be, .to boost 
their dollar-earning exports. 


Without 'singling out the Brit- 


ish pound but with Britain's dol- 
lar crisis obviously in mind, the 
report was laid before the open- 
ing session of the fourth annual 
meeting of the boards of govern- 
ors of the multi-billion dollar 
fund and world bank. 


Shortly thereafter, (2 p. m. 


EST) the financial leaders of the 
48 member nations were to hear 
an off-the-cuff address by Presi- 
dent Truman. 
Face Complexities 
The report was prepared by 


the fund's executive 
directors. 


Its advice on devaluation was 
underscored in addresses by the 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
and Eugene R. Black, president 
of the World Bank, at th* open- 
ing session. 


Snyder said: "The views ex- 


pressed by the fund, as a con- 
sultant, are entitled to great re- 
spect." 


Black said of the need for de- 


valuation: "I do not underesti- 
mate either the complexities or 
the far-reaching consequences of 
such action, but I fail to see how 
it can be avoided." 


It may be better for a country 


to change an "unsuitable" 
ex- 


change rate than to clamp on re- 
strictions which "endanger 
its 


well-being and efficiency," said 
the report of the fund's execu- 
tive directors. 


The impact was the greater be- 


cause a cabinet level British- 
U. S.-Canadian conference ended 
yesterday with agreement on a 
ten point treatment for Britain's 
dollar ills — without including 
revaluation of the pound as one 
of the points. 
Lower Goods Price 
The pound's value now is $4.03. 


Its devaluation, in foreign trade, 
would amount to lowering the 
price of British goods. 


Many American officials have 


forecast privately that 
Britain 


must finally adopt that course, 
which so far she has shunned. 
But officially at least, the fi- 
nance and foreign ministers of 
the three nations did not raise 
the issue in the week long" talks. 


No Steel 
Strike at 
Present 


Workers to Take 
$1.65 an Hour 
With Approval 
Of Pension Plan 


PITTSBURGH, Sept. 13— 


(/P)—There won't be any 
steel strike for the next 11 
days—and after that maybe 
none at all. 


Chances look as bright as 


the Autumn sunshine for the 
peaceful solution of the steel 
wage dispute that threaten- 
ed to tie the nation in ec- 
onomic knots. 


The CIO United Steelworkers 


and six major steel producers 
have agreed to an 11-day exten- 
sion of the strike truce sought by 
President Truman. 


That truce begins at midnight 


tonight—the hour originally set 
for the nation-wide steel walkout. 
It will continue until Sept. 25. 


The Steelworkers also accepted 


the recommendations of the Presi- 
dent's Steel Fact Finding Board— 
even though it meant giving up a 
fourth round wage increase. 


The i»en who make steel will 


have to be satisfied with the aver- 
age $1.65 an hour they now re- 
ceive. The union won three in- 
creases totalling 46 cents since 
the end of World War II. 
Predicts Prosperous Time 
Maurice J. Tobin, Secretary of 


Labor, predicted the Steelwork- 
er's acceptance of the board find- 
ings will result in "national pros- 
perity such as this country has 
barely known." 


Tobin made the prediction at 


Kansas City where he spoke at a 
building dedication. 


President Truman made no im- 


mediate comment on the CIO ac- 
tion but a top White House asso- 
ciate said the president regards 
the agreement won in the steel 
controversy as a forerunner of 
widespread peaceful settlements 
in other industrial disputes. 


The advisor said Mr. Truman 


expects the union and the steel 
companies to reach a speedy set- 
tlement based on the formula con- 
cocted by his board. 


The first steel company to re- 


ply after the union's postion was 
Corporation of Cleveland. Repub- 
lic, the nation's third largest steel 
producer, said it is willing to bar- 
gain pensions with a view of com- 
pleting a study of the problem by 
March 1, 1950. 


Philip Murray, CIO and United 


Steelworker president, telegraph- 
ed Mr. Truman that he gave up 
the wage demand "with profound 
regret." Murray said he agreed 
with the board recommendations 
"in the interest of concluding a 
prompt settlement." 


The 
telegram 
repeated 
the 


Steelworkers' "firm belief that the 
union's proposal for 12% cents 
per hour increase in wages cur- 
rently payable is completely justi- 
fied and was amply supported by 
the evidence produced before the 
board." 


Murray told a news conference 


following the wage policy com- 
mittee meeting that his union was 
ready to resume collective bar- 
gaining with the steel companies 
immediately. 
Union Forces Happy 
Union members appearld en- 


tirely happy about the whole thing 
even though it meant no pay 
raises. They regarded board ap- 
proval of $100 a month pensions

• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Bernard Baruch is One of 
Truman's Pet Peeves 


by Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13 — President 
Tru- 


man doesn't nurse grudges against most of his 
political enemies, but he has a few pet peeves 
that apparently he will never forget. One of 
them is gaunt, gray Bernard Baruch, the friend 
of presidents, and one of the nation's few elder 
statesmen. 


One year ago Baruch declined Truman's in- 


vitation to serve on a special committee to sup- 
port his re-election, and Truman, in turn, wrote 
Baruch one of the most caustic letters of the 
campaign. 
He reminded him, among other 


things, how he had appointed his brother Her- 
man as ambassador to Holland. 


Sequel came the other day when the presi- 


dent tried to persuade his old friend, Adm. Wil- 
liam D. Leahy, to become ambassador to Hol- 
land. 


"You know how I feel about that old so-and- 


so, Baruch," said Mr. Truman. "He still has his 
brother over there in Holland as ambassador 
and I want you to take his place. You're just 
the man to do it." 


Admiral Leahy hesitated, expects to decline. 


Meanwhile Herman Baruch has come back from 
Holland, probably not to return. 


Tortoise And The Hare 
The House of Representatives and the Sen- 


ate are now in a tortoise-and-the-hare race, 
and it looks as if the ponderous, slow-moving 
Senate might win after all. 


Though the House gets credit for being the 


streamlined, efficient branch of congress, actu- 
ally the Senate, still sticking to its knitting, 
is handicapped by the House' absence. 


Four important bills, passed by the Senate, 


are now waiting until the House comes back 
from its vacation to iron out differences. They 
are: (1) Appropriations for the Marshall plan; 
(2) 75-cent minimum wage; (3) Federal aid to 
prevent forest lires; (4) the basing-point system 
—of great interest to every small business man 
because the new law may drive aj hole in the 
anti-trust laws big enough for a cartel to walk 
through. 


The Senate has also edged ahead of the House 


with four important Truman measures, and is 
aow waiting for the House to get back from 
holidaying and pass them. They are: (1) Fed- 
eral aid to education; (2) Health services for 
school children; (3) Expansion of hospital con- 
struction; (4) National science foundation to en- 
courage science. 


Of course a lot of bills passed by the House 


•till await Senate action but if the House does 
not get back to work fairly soon, the senatorial 
tortoise may beat the hare yet.

Charge Tito With Plotting 
For Anti-Soviet Alliance

Chechosovakia's 
official 
Communist news- 


paper charges Marshall Tito, Yugoslavia's Red 
dictator, with plotting to entice Russia's eastern 
European satellites into an anti-Soviet alliance. 


Whether this be true, the fact remains that 


Tito's defiance of Moscow's domination is being 
followed by conspiracies and disturbances among 
other satellites. The Czechoslovak and Hungar- 
ian Communist governments claim to have un- 
covered plans for actual rebellion by force. The 
ferment also has shown itself elsewhere. 
, 


Well, supposing disaffection among the satel- 


lites is growing—as the evidence indicates— 
what is its real significance? How would the 
democratic world be affected if Tito did succeed 
in forming an anti-Russian bloc? Could the 
western nations work satisfactorily with such a 
Tito bloc? 


In seeking an answer to these vital questions 


we must note first that Moscow and Yugoslavia 
are working under two different types of com- 
munism. 


The Russian brand is Bolshevism, which calls 


for world revolution in order to bring all nations 
into the Soviet bloc under direction of Moscow. 
This creed, which works by strong-arm methods, 
holds that the sovereignty of any Red nation 
rests in Moscow. 


The1 Tito brand of Communism thus far ap- 


pears to belong to the common or garden variety 
with which we were acquainted before Bols- 
hevism was born. The Tito Communism stands 
for absolute nationalism of the state and the re- 
tention of sovereignty. 


Moscow calls its Ism "International Commun- 


ism," as opposed to Tito's nationalist state. 
Lesser of Two Evils 
With those definitions before us, which brand 


of Communism would the democracies find it 
easier to get along with? The answer to that 
isn't difficult, always assuming that Tito would 
stick to the tenets which he now advocates. One 
naturally would choose the Tito Communism 
as the lesser of two evils because it professes 
to honor the sancity of national sovereignty. 


Of course, any form of Communism is totali- 


tarian and subjects the individual to regimenta- 
tion. However, reports on the Yugoslav set-up 
indicate that it is more liberal to the individual 
than is Bolshevism. 


We know that democracy and Bolshevism 


can't work side by side peacefully because that 
has been amply demonstrated. How about 
democracy and Tito-Comunism? 


The answer to that, it seems to me, must be 


that nations having different political faiths can 
work together—so long as they make no effort 
to interfere with one another. 
x 


So on the basis of Tito's attitude of non-inter- 


ference, the democracies could work with him, 
or with a bloc of nations holding the same be- 
liefs. However, it would have to be complete 
non-interference. 


That being the case the western powers natu- 


rally will watch developments in eastern Europe 
with tense interest. If Tito is indeed out to es- 
tablish an anti-Soviet bloc among the Russian 
satellites, we may be witnessing the break 
which will hasten the end of cold war and put 
a crimp in the Bolshevist world revolution.

this column in association with 
various diseases. All these feel- 
ings which people may have are 
known as symptoms and nearly 
everyone has something similar 
at one time or another. It would 
be a mistake, however, for any- 
one to feel that every headache 
meant that some serious disease 
was present or that any other 
ache or pain was a sign of the 
presence of a dangerous condi- 
tion. 


Symptoms are only sensations, 


that is, "feelings." There can be 
many symptoms connected with 
any one disease; it is equally true 
that the same symptoms can be 
present without any serious dis- 
ease. In fact, it is well known that 
worry alone can bring on symp- 
toms and can make minor symp- 
toms which have no real mean-

A considerable and 
persistent loss of weight or gain, 
in weight which cannot be ex- 
plained by diet may be an item, 
of importance. 


These are perhaps the most im- 


portant symptoms. There are, of 
course, others, but with only oc- 
casional exceptions the 
minor 


aches and pains of life can be 
dismissed without too much con- 
cern. Today, when so much is 
written about symptoms and what 
they mean, there has been a great 
increase in the amount of worry 
and this has caused a great many 
people to become unduly alarmed 
about their health.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 13- 


(5>)—Missourians, from crossroads 
to metropolis, will be targets for 
continuing fire prevention cam- 
paign. 


The governor's fire prevention 


confernce decided here yesterday 
to begin laying the groundwork 
for an intensive effort to make 
everyone fire hazard conscious- 
to eliminate the possibility of dis- 
astrous fires. 


Gov. 
Forrest Smith called the 


conference and spent the entire 
day away from his executive of- 
fice, in the midst of state anc 
community leaders discussing the 
campaign. 


The conference urged that a 


law be passed establishing a state 
division of fire prevention. A bil 
now is pending before the legis- 
lature, recommended by Smith 
which could create the office oJ 
state fire marshal. 


The marshal would have broac 


powers to establish and enforce §ress 
safety regulations in public build- 
ings. 


The program agreed upon yes- 


terday calls for a statewide fire 
prevention committee, to be head- 
ed by H. Roe Bartle of Kansas 
City. Another Kansas City man, 
Nat Milgram, will head the im- 
portant finance committee, charg- 
ed with seeing -there's plenty of 
money to pay for posters anc 
pamphlets, newspaper advertising 
and radio programs. 


Speakers' groups will be en- 


listed in every community to help 
pass along fire prevention in- 
formation. County, community and 
township committees will be form- 
ed and every type of organization 
will be asked to help. 


Practices in 
Conservation 


Cost is Shared 
By the Farmer 
And Government 


The Agricultural Conservation 


Program, administered locally* by 
the county 'and community PMA 
committees, is available 
to all 


farmers of Missouri to assist in 
carrying out needed conservation 
on individual farms. No farmer 
is required to use the program, 
however. Assistance has been pro- 
vided because the national wel- 
fare depends so much on how welJ 
the land will produce. Under the 
program, farmer and the Govern- 
ment share the cost of carrying 
out the approved conservation 
practices. 


Hilton L. Bracey, Chairman of 


the Missour PMA committee, said 
he wants to emphasize the fact 
that participation on the program 
is voluntary and is available to 
all farmers to use in meeting the 
conservation problems on their 
farms. 


In fact, Mr. Bracey said, farmers 


themselves largely determine the 
kind of a program they have. 
Each year farmers of Missouri 
submit, 
through 
their 
elected 


committeemen, 
recommendations 


for the next year's program. These 
recommendations from all over 
the United States are used in 
formulating the program for the 
coming year. 


An important 
factor in the 


"localization'1 of the Agricultural 
Conservation Program, the Chair- 
man explains comes from the fact 
that the administration 
of the 


program at the county and com- 
munity level is in the hands of 
the farmers. Each year elections 
are held in agricutlural communi- 
ties over the state. At these elec- 
tions farmers vote for community 
committeemen and delegates to 
the county convention to elect the 
county committee. 


Both through the recommenda- 


tions that form the basis for each 
year's program and through local- 
ly elected farmer - committees, 


farmers themselves have "a say" 
in the kind of program and how 
it is administered. Although ACP 
is national in scope as means of 
correlating the conservation ef- 
fort, it is local both in being ad- 
apted to the needs of the indivi- 
dual farmer and in administration. 
Which, according to the Chairman, 
is another reason why the coming 
ACP committee elections are of 
special importance.
